man bones, must be bronght to this general 
receptacic. The carcass Of a horse is valuable 
for the bone, the hide, and the hair, to say no- 
thing of the flesh, much prized, when fresh, in 
certain sausage manufactories. But should 
you wait uatil the horse has sctually sheuffied 
of his beiry coil, you might miss a bargsin— 
another of the trade precedes and purchases. 
Hence it is important to Day the horse, as a 
dead horse, before he ie dead. It is « regular 
business im Petia. You an tel! these agents 
for the purchase of dead horses at a glance;

To take off the feah by hand is a tedi- 
iiffealt operstion. An ingenious 
Frenchman solved the difficulty. He noticed 
that rate were very food of horsefiesh; he ad 
vised the authorities to colonize the dead horse 
pound with these animals; the estacombs of 
Paris fareisved them by thousands.
